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Revival of 'Squatting." 


"Squatting" on private or pub'ic land, which in the early and 


semi-lawless condition of the State was a common practice, but 
which was supposed1 to have been entirely a thing of the past, has 
seemingly been revived in these later days on this side of the bay. 
Up to the later seventies the professi anal "squatter" made San Fran- 
cisco the field of his operations. The history of that city for the 
first thirty years of its existence was one in which "squatter war- 
fare cut a conspicuous figure. 


For the past thirty years or sc the "squatter" has been almost 


unknown in this State, for -.roperty rights have become well estab- 
lished and the administration of l?w a fixed quantity. The possi- 
bility of the revival of "squatting" seemed to be too remote to be 
considered. But it took root, strange to say, of late years, on the 
banks of the tidal canal joining Oakland harbor and the San Lean- 
dro bay. The 
Federal 
government tolerated the 
occupancy 


of a strip of land 
which it possesses by the ark 
dwellers 


" which 
Oakland 
harbor improvements had 
crowded 
from 
its 


shores where, before wharf improvements were started, these 
vagrants of the tidal waters had moored their dwellings, paying 
tribute to no one. The Alameda ark dwellers abused the tolerance 
of the Federal government by jumping its own lands and taking 
possession of private and public pioperty and thereby blocking for 
a time the right of way of the Southern Pacific Company for its 
electric railway system. Their obstructive tactics were not over- 
come until after much time, trouble and expense. 
The notice to 


abandon the occupation of the banks of the tidal canal has been 
ignored and the ark dwellers are still in unlawful possession. 
It 


may yet need the employment of the United States army to dis- 
possess them. 


But Oakland seems to be the theater of the revival of the 


"squatter" in these days in the person of a peddler and his wife 
•who have taken possession of a public street crossing in East Oak- 
land at 
re defying the authorities to remove them. They have been 


arrests or violating the law prohibiting the obstruction of a pub- 
lic street after months of effort on the part of the authorities to re- 
move them. The situation seems incredible, for the city authorities 
have the undoubted right to remove anything obstructing the free 
use of a public street without regard to any adverse claim which 
may be set up against the public rights to the thoroughfare. ^ The 
erection of a shack on a public street by a would-be "squatter" has 
no more claim for consideration on the part of the municipal au- 
thorities than the dumping of an ash barrel on the streets as means 
of establishing a private interest in the property it covers, and the 
shack trespassing on the street sho.ild be removed without any more 
ceremony than would be exhibited in the removal of the ash bar- 
rel. 
In fact, the erection of the "squatter's" shack should never 


have been permitted. Some one in authority has been neglectful of 
duty in allowing the street obstruction to become an issue in the 
courts.

Th 
Council refused the petition to call an election and the case has been 
carried into court, and it is likely to be carried up to the Supreme 
Court on appeal, as Judge Ruckles has overruled the demurrer filed 
by the Council. The Richmond case illustrates more conspicuouslj 
than any other recall case which has been instituted in this Stat 
how completely the power to destroy representative governmen 
and majority rule is placed in the hands of those constituting th 
minority under a proviso that requires less than 51 per cent of th 
total vote of the regular election to make a recall regular am 
effective. 


Oakland on Top Once More. 


Oakland stands again second this week in the percentage o 


gain in its bank clearings as compared with the correspondin 
period last year in the Bradstreet list of the clearing-houses of th 
United States. The premier position in percentage of gain is held thi 
week by Springfield, Ohio, which with a total clearings of onl 
$716,000, is credited with 63.1 per cent gain over last year's record 
Oakland's bank clearings for the week amounted to $2,776,000, an 
its gain 47.7 per cent. Other Pacific Coast cities showing percent 
ages of gain are as follows: San Francisco, 6.5 per cent; Portlanc 
Oregon, 30.9 per cent; Tacom?., 4 6 per cent; Spokane, 6.7 per cent 
Sacramento, 14.5 per cent. The following Pacific Coast cities sho\ 
losses in the comparison with the same week last year: 
Los An- 


geles, 37 per cent; Seattle, 7.5 per cent; Salt Lake City, 25.1 per 
cent. Regarding all of the California cities, including Oakland, the 
fact should not be overlooked tht-t one day was cut out of the past 
week's banking records, as on primary election day the banks were 
closed and business was very generally suspended. Had the record 
of the bank clearings shown a full five and one-half days' business 
Oakland's percentage of fain would have undoubtedly stood at the 
head of Bradstreet's list of the clearing-house cities of the country.

ATTORNEY BLACK TELLS 


OF PERRIN-BENSON CASE 


Investigation by Senator Stone Disturbed 


by Spectator Declaring Statement of 


Witness Is Lie; 
Knew Burns 


8AN FRANCISCO. Aug. 
20. — The 


solemnity of the 
proceedings 
before 


United States Senator Stone, who Is in- 
vestigating tha Beiuon-Perrm prosecu- 
tions at the Fairmont Hotel, was some- 
what disturbed this morning when, during 
the testimony of Assistant United States 
Attorney Black there came a loud stage 
whisper "That's a He" from th« rear 
of the assembly room. 


Robert H. Perrln, the aged brother 


of Dr. E. B. Perrin, had been respon- 
rlble for the sudden ejaculation directed 
toward the doctor and hts counsel, Barc- 
lay Henley. 


Black was testifying In connection with 
l report made by Special Agent George 
3. Hunt, which had some exhibits at- 
tached to it, when tho disturbance oc- 
curred. 
The 
witness was 
much dis- 


turbed. 


MUST HAVE DECORUM. 


"I heard some remarks," he said. 
'It should not have been made," put In 


Attorney Henley. 


"What 
war it?" 
Inquired 
Senator 


Stone. 
Black repeated the remark and the 


chairman rapped for order. 
"I'll conduct these proceedings with 


decorum," he said positively, and there 
was no other Intcrraptlon. 
One of the 
chief 
bits 
of 
evidence 


brought out during the session was that 
Dr. Perrln had requested the privilege 
of appearing before the grand Jury, and 
lad made his wishes known io Assistant 
United States Attorney McKlnley. 
The 
atter had communicated his desire to 
the grand Jurymen, who. however, had 


lid they did not want to hear htm. 
Later, when the Indictment was re- 


turned Perrin's counsel said that there 
was no use of his appearing. 


NO MBNTION OF IMMUNITY. 


Senator Ston« was very anxious to 


know whether immunity had been prom- 
«ed to Snell. Black declared positively 
.hat there had been no mention of im- 
munity and sold the case hod been first 
brought to hlr attenlon by William J. 
Burns, who waa Introduced by Devlin. 


"As soon as I saw th* contract," 


continued Black, "I thought It suf- 
flclsnt to base in 
Indictment upon. 


I had heard that Bsnion brtb*d p*o- 
pl* In Washington, and thought the 
man*/ might hsve com* from P*rrln. 
i n«ard from Sn«ll that Benson had 
told Ptrrln that h* had to us* $700 
greas* money." 
Snell had been presented to Black by 


Burns, but the attorney would not admit 
ihat the "gum shoe" man had influenced 
iim in any way. He said hlr conversa- 
tions with Burns were of brief 
nature 


and had seldom laster longer than fifteen 
minutes. 


NO INFLUENCE USED. 


"Waji any Influence everted on you by 


any person to prosecute the Indictment?" 
Inquired the chairman. 
•No more than In any other case, 
re- 


joined Black. 
'Was there any message from the Pres- 


ident (Roosevelt) In that connection r' 


•No." 
'Any influence from the secretary of 


the Interior, Mr. Hitchcock?" 


'Burns said that Hitchcock was very 


anxious to suppress land frauds in the 
West." 
Was any Influence brought to bear by 


the department of justice?" 


'Nona prior to the finding of the In- 


dictment." 


Senator Stone referred again to Spe- 


cial 
Agent Hunt, 
who has recently 


charged Burns with subornation ot per- 
jury, and asked If that official had n«t 
told Black that In his opinion Perrln was 
not guilty. 
In response the witness said 


he had told 
Hunt that the contract 


signed between Benson and Perrtn was 
sufficient to bring either of them to trial. 
Block said positively he had never been 
bound by anything a special agent said. 


There Is some tension among the par- 


ties to the present investigation by rea- 
son that certain papers bearing on the 
case are not available to all concerned. 


The hearing was resumed at t o'clock 
this afternoon. 


ADMITS Ta-LEQRAM. 


Just before the adjournment 
yerter- 


day afternoon, the employment of Charles 
E. Snell as a detective in the Perrln 
case by Detective W. J. Burns, the "gum 
shoe" man, formerly .empMoyed by Ru- 
dolph Bpreckels, was touched upon in a 
casual manner. 


District Attorney Devlin was on the 


stand at the time. 
He admitted that 


a telegram was sent to officials In Wash- 
Ingon stating that the employment of 
Snell and hir retention tn the Govern- 
ment service was essential to the suc- 
ces of the case against Perrln and Ben- 
son. 


Previous to this, Devlin said that he 


had never followed the practice of em- 
ploying "gum shoe men," but had In- 
structed some of tlie personc connected 
with his offlce to inquire Into the habits, 
antecedents and probable bias of Jurors. 


In the Snell matter, Devlin said that 


Snell, while an 
attorney 
admitted 
to 


practice, was not acting In the capacity 
of legal advisor in any 
sense for Dr. 


Perrln, but was simply employed as a 
timber cruiser and as- such his testimony 
against Dr. Perrln on this point was 
true. 


DOUBT AS TO QUILT. 


A question by Senator Stone brought 


out the point that If Snell had not been 
eligible to testify in the Perrin case there 
would have remained a doubt as to the 
guilty Intention of Dr. 
Perrin. 
Snell's 


connection with "Gum Shoe" Burns did 
not appear In Devlin's 
testimony, 
al- 


though It Is supposed that Burns In- 
structed the man on whose 
testimony 


Perrin was convicted. 
The "gum shoe" method appeared In 


the case again when the affidavit of a de- 
tective named Parmelee, employed by 
Devlin, was read by Senator £ftone, In 
which Parmalee averred that Devlin ad- 
mitted to him that tha 
verdict In tha 


Perrin case would not have 
been ob- 


tained without Parmelee'a assistance. 


DENIES ASSERTIONS. 


Senator Stone questioned Devlin on the 


matter and the latter denied both as- 
sertions of the affidavit. He said he had 
no conversation of the kind with Parma- 
lee and that he had certainly not used 
any of the language credited to him dur- 
ing his closing address to the Jury in 
the Perrln case. 
Just before the examination of Dev- 


lin closed, an excited 
discussion which 


threatened at once time to become re- 
criminatory, arose over the cross ex- 
amination of Devlin by Barclay Henley, 
the attorney for Dr. Perrln. 


Devlin stated that he did not care to 


submit himrelf to Henley's questioning 
for the reason that he reared on account 
of the existent bitter 
feeling that the 


cross-examination 
would take 
on the 


nature of a personal 
wrangle 
between 


them 
He asked that Henley's questions 


be addressed to him by Senator Stone.
